successful In converting bim and all hie 
household. Ever since it bas been & 
hackneyed query, “What must we do 
to be saved?” 

Even Spiritualists, as well as old- 
fashioned Christians, ask the qusstion, 
and every one answers Ít in his own 
way—that ie, according to what he 
thinks is the true way of salvation.
